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AMA COMP. COMMITTEE 
350cc for ‘69 Racing 


At their annual meeting in San 
Diego last week, the American Mot- 
orcycle Association’s Competition 
Committee decided to limit class C 
professional engine displacements to 
350ce beginning with the 1969 racing 
season. This is for flattrack only. 

This reduction from the present 
500cc limit is in line with AMA ef- 
forts to make racing safer without 
letting the excitement suffer. Earlier 
this year the absurd proposal to raise 
the limit to 750cc was put forth to 
lure gullible critics into sympathy 
with the reduction. Apparently the 
ruse worked, for only last month the 
AMA’s most articulate detractor was 
calling in his magazine for this very 
change. 

The new DOHC Honda 450 was 
okayed for oval racing. 


$crambles for Money 
Purses Next Year 


The Committee also voted to let 
sponsoring clubs pay money purses 
instead of trophies for sportsman 
scrambles races. Only professional 
novices will be allowed to race with 
the non-professional clubmen for 
money. 

This rule change was deplored by 
most of the committeemen, but they 
agreed to try it for a year since many 
midwest and eastern clubs are ex- 
changing trophies for money surrep- 
titiously. Committeeman Earl Flan- 
ders calls it “Fighting fire with 


water.” 

It is hoped that when Clubs dis- 
cover promoters are on to a good 
thing, they will return voluntarily to 
a no-money, sportsman basis.

Tanner Storms To 
Ascot Victory; Hammond 
Wins Amateur Crown 


Sammy Tanner came from behind 
for the second straight week to win 
his 13th main event of the season last 
Friday night at Ascot. Tanner won 
it the hard way, finishing third in his 
heat, then having to win the semi to 
start in the main. 

Starting from the next-to-last posi- 
tion in the back row of the 10-man 
main, Sam swung to the outside and 
into fourth place on the first lap. He 
moved up to third on the second lap, 
fought a brief duel with Guy Louis 
and took second on lap three. He 
chased Eddie Hammond for the next 
six laps before catching him in the 
south turn of lap nine. 

Hammond didn’t wilt once Tanner 
took the lead, though. The leading 
Amateur stayed right behind the 
three-time eight-mile national cham- 
pion the rest of the way. Louis fin- 
ished third and Dan Haaby fourth. 

With only 11 amateurs signed in 
for the race, track officials decided to 
run them with the experts. For Ham- 
mond, the decision was a bonanza. 
For Jim Nicholson it was disaster. 
Hammond started the night with a 
narrow 42-point lead, but he won his 
heat over Louis and Tanner, beat 
Louis, Haaby and Bruce Holland in 
the trophy dash and finished second 
in the main to boost that lead to 
142 points. Nicholson ran fifth in his 
heat, last in the semi main and didn’t 
make the main. Hammond thus, cin- 
ched the amateur point champion- 
ship for 1965. He has 1,888 to Nichol- 
son’s 1,746 with only one week to go. 

Johnny Isaacs won his 13th main 
event of the season, whipping Pete 
Bodette and Ron Kruseman in the 
eight-lap novice final for his 37th 
Ascot victory of the season. Isaacs 
earlier won his heat and the CYCLE 
News trophy dash. He has the sec- 
ond highest win total on the track 
this year. Tanner has won 44 races. 

Isaacs turned the fastest single lap 
by a novice in 1965 when he rode the 
second lap of his heat in 24:13.

“Bic ACCIDENT INCREASE 
Sez New Cycre Laws For Catir.” 


Those headlines are quoted from 
last Sunday’s edition of the Long 
Beach Independent Press-Telegram, 
one of the better outspoken news- 
papers hereabouts. 

They make us wince, but the truth 
is there. Unless we find out how to 
make cycle riding safer, especially 
for first-year riders, we may have to 
cope with new laws that take some 
fun out of it for all of us. 

Finding how to reduce accidents is 
the first step. The second step will 


Move up to the 90cc thriller that is 


mean acting on this knowledge. 

To quote the article headlined 
above: 

“A probe into the reports of .. . 
motorcycle accidents shows the 
causes, in order of frequence as: Fail- 
ure to yield right of way, excessive 
speed, improper turning, disregard 
for stop signs and signals, traveling 
on the wrong side of the street, fail- 
ure to hand signal, improper hand 
signal, illegal passing, speeding into 
blind corners and following a vehicle 
too closely . . . Of the 20 motorcycle 
fatalities this year, compared to 15 
in all of 1964. Seven of the victims 
were passengers riding tandem. 

“Orange County authorities lay the 
blame on ‘the inexperienced driver— 
one normally in his teens”. 

The article does not specify what 
new laws will be enacted to curb 
this toll of youth, but we can expect 
them to be restrictive. 

Some steps have already been taken 
to help people keep from getting hurt 
on their cycles, ‘but the progress, if 
any, is too slow. Except for brochures 
and a dull movie, little has been ac- 
complished by us in the industry. 
Montesa Motors (Viva!) has an imag- 
inative, effective safety campaign in 
the works. We would like to know of 
others. 

American Honda Motor Co., as 
often before, has the only campaign 
large enough to note. This consists, 
so far, of a movie, a brochure and 
press releases on safety, with heavy 
emphsis on the brand that is paying 
the tab. 

And recently Honda's General 
Manager K. Okumoto gave a check 
for $25,000 (twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars) to the National Safety Council 
to use as they see fit. Which leads us 
to our new contest...

Miss Lana Mak finds her 160 perfect 
(see how well it fits her). Cycle was 
purchased second hand in Japan and 
shipped to her by parents. 


We were pleased last week to make 
the acquaintance of Miss Lana Mak, 
a cool wand of a girl who rides her 
160cc Honda everywhere she goes. 
“I don’t even know how to drive a 
car,” Lana says. “All I have is a mot- 
oreycle license.” 

In bygone times when women were 
less frequently seen on cycles here, 
a girl enthusiast might have caused 
wonder. But now with so many ladies 
awheel, Lana meets with only occa- 
sional concern for her safety on the 
part of those who don’t know how 
well she has mastered the art of rid- 
ing. The 160 is her second machine 
in the year that she has owned a 
motorcycle operator’s license. “I 
learned to ride on my fiancee’s Super 









Hawk, but it was a little too big for 
me,” admits Lana, who weighs about 
115 Ibs. However, the 160 is perfect, 
she says. Both machines were pur- 
chased second hand in Japan by 
Lana’s parents and shipped to her. 
“IT am an exchange student,” Lana 
explains. But her parents think both 
bikes are for her fiancee, so don’t 
anybody tell. 

The bike arrived with 2,000 kilo- 
meters on the speedo and a snow 
tire on the rear which Lana says “has 
got to go” as it gets a skosh slippery 
on turns. The speedo now reads near 
4,000 km., meaning Lana rode her 
cycle approximately 1,200 miles this 
month! Having only morning classes 
at college she often rides away the 
whole afternoon. We shouldn’t des- 
cribe the blue color that Lana’s 160 
is painted since yowd only want it 
and you can’t get it here. Lana fitted 
it out with standard scrambler bars 
and straightened and repainted the 
front fender herself after it was dam- 
aged in shipment. 

Although not mechanically inclin- 
ed, she has helped install valve 
springs in a motorcycle and can fix 
a flat tire on a Sunday when all the 
service stations are-closed, as she has 
done on occasion. 

Japan was where Lana first learn- 
ed to love two wheel fun .. . She 
attended school there with many 
American students, and often was a 
passenger on their small motorbikes, 
the only possible means of travel 
in some of Japan’s busy, narrow 
streets. 

Thence to Illinois to study at the 
university and learn to ride her (fi- 
ancee’s) Hawk on the snowy winter 
streets, Arriving at last, only a year 
ago, in California, she seems already 
a native of this state. Perhaps the 
cycle gives the impression that Miss 
Mak, who was born in China, has 
lived here all her life. Certainly by 
our reckoning she is a Californian 
now.

A Treasury of Motorcycles 
of the World 240 pages $7.95 


Author: FLOYD CLYMER 
Published by McGraw-HL. 


“Early two-wheelers, motorized, 
often are healthy, wealthy and wise.” 
—New Proverb. 

Wise old author Floyd Clymer put 
together his latest book, A Treasury 
of Motorcycles of the World just at 
a time when it is badly needed—and 
also in time for Christmas. It is the 
first authoritative story of the motor- 
cycle in real book form. 

Much of the drama of our sport 
(or “way of life,” if you prefer) is 
recorded only in the minds of pioneer 
enthusiasts like the author, but few 
have Clymer’s encyclopaedic memory. 
Now that he admits that motorcycles 
not only used to be a lot of fun, they 
still are, no one is better qualified to 
interpret the motorcycle world in 
book form than Floyd Clymer. 

Starting with the present “boom”, 
the author, assisted by over 500 pic- 
tures, recreates the saga of motor- 
cycling from his viewpoint as an in- 
terested witness and participant in 
the drama since its beginning.
